Adverbs 

An adverb modifies a verb (or an adjective or 
adverb) and answers questions like how, when, 
where, why, and to what degree something was 
done. Here is a list of some common adverbs; all 
usually come after the expression they're 
modifying, except for Iss, which usually comes 


before the modified expression.

Learning the Arabic Adverbs is very important 
because its structure is used in every day 
conversation. The more you master it the more you 
get closer to mastering the Arabic language. But 
first we need to know what the role of Adverbs is in 
the structure of the grammar in Arabic. 


Arabic adverbs are part of speech. Generally 
theyre words that modify any part of language 
other than a noun. Adverbs can modify verbs, 
adjectives (including numbers), clauses, sentences 
and other adverbs. In Arabic an adverb is mostly 
translated with an adverb in the 4th declension like
